West Germany and other Euro- 
pean countries received letters 
earlier this week from an alleged 
“Arab Revolutionary Army — 
Palestine Gommand.” claiming 
responsibility for having injected 
mercury droplets into the oranges on 
European markets. 

The Bonn ministry confirmed that 
Spanish oranges with mercury in 
them had turned up yesterday in the 
town of Heidenheim in the southwest 
state of Baden-Wuerttemberg. It 
was not known how many Spanish 
oranges weré contaminated. 

Frankfurt and Darmstadt each 
reported one poisoned Israeli 
orange. 

The Bonn ministry said the 
Presence of poisoned Spanish 
oranges indicated that mercury had 
been injected into the fruit in Europe 
and not, as the terrorists wrote in 
their letter, by dissatisfied Arab 
workers in Israeli orange groves. 
The ministry said {t appeared that 
the Israeli orange shipments had 
been tampered with in the Dutch 
port of Rotterdam, but authorities

were atill uncertain when and where 
the Spanish shipments had been con- 
taminated. : 

Dutch health officials carrying out 
checks yesterday in southern 
Holland — five Dutch children hed 
been hospitalized briefly this week 
for mercury poisoning after eating 
Jaffa oranges in Maastricht — found 
one bad Spanish orange late Wednes- 
day at a supemarket in Kerkrade, 
close to where the contaminated 
Israeli fruit was discovered. 

Some Dutch supermarkets had 
replaced Iaraeli oranges with 
Spanish ones after the Dutch govern- 
ment got the letter from the 
terrorists. 

German officials voiced the opi- 
anion, however, that the mercury af- 
fair would “certainly have an 
adverse effect on citrus imports to 
Europe, not only trom Israel, but 
nom all other exporting countries 85 
well." 

Zvi Kennan, managing director of 
the Citrus Marketing Board, told The 
Jerusalem Post that two million 
erates of citrus fruit are being 
shipped abroad weekly and he hopes 
to maintain this schedule, despite

He atated in a letter to the unions 
that he would make a similar call to 
the companies. In reply, the unions 
cabled that they had done everything 
possible and the ball was now in the 
court of the companies who have 
refused to negotiate with them 
without prior conditions. 

Yesterday afternoon, the 
government's chief labour relations 
officer, Nahman Ori, also tried to 
mediate. But after several hours of

promptly ordered their members to 
Sisregard them and not to leave their 
‘ships. They also fired off cables to 


the Prime Minister, the Histadrut 
and the companies, warning that any 
effort to remove the men by force 
would be resisted. 

The companies have no intention 
of trying to force the men off the 
ships, but they do intend to stop their 
pay. 

Groman said that if the dispute is 
not settled soon, the seamen will in- 
tensify their action abroad, as there 
is little more they can do against the 
companies in Israel. He noted that

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of the Arab world that he has 
tremendous support in the U.S. and

is to visit after he leaves here; and 
e To encourage American investors 
to come to Egypt. 
President Carter also had several

. To encourage Sadat in continuing 
the direct peace dialogue with 
Israel;

* To urge Sadat against making 
any more quick or dramatic 
decisions as the talks progress;

forum to Sadat to make his case. 
Riding on‘the crest of popularity, 
Sadat will probably score heavily in 
the propaganda battle with Israel 
during his stay here.

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Civil servants want 40-50% more pay

TEL AVIV. — The Civil Servants 
Union will demand a 40 to 50 per cent 
rise in pay when negotiations with 
the Civil Service Commission begin, 
in two weeks, it was learned yeater- 
day. A 

On Wednesday, the union's 
national secretariat met to empower 
its negotiating team to begin collec- 
tive bargaining towards a new 
labour contract. One of the demands 
is that the first five grades in the 
current wage scale be abolished so 
that no worker will earn below the 
minimum wage, which the Histadrut 
wants to set at about 60 per cent of 
the average wage. The union also 
wants two additional grades added 
to the top of the pay scale. Another

demand is that seniority increments 
be paid every year during 30 years of 
service, instead of 20 years as is the. 
current practice. 

The union's official spokesman 
said he could not translate thease 
demands into money terms because 
he did not know the exact amounts 
involved. But he said almost 60 per 
cent of government workers now 
earn less than the average wage — 
114.500 a month. 


Unofficial sources calculate that 
the union’s demands, if met, would 
raise civil service salaries by an 
average of 40 to 50 per cent. 

The union secretariat also urged 
post office workers not to strike next 
week, as they have threatened, so 
that the union can negotiate their 
demands.

Weizman mum 
on Cairo talks

Defence Ministry officials 
questioned last night on the outcome 
of the latest round of military talks 
in Cairo would say only that the 
“process will continue.’ 

They refused to say whether there 
had been any progress in the 
negotiations. or whether the gap 
between the sides had narrowed. 

Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
said yesterday on the plane bringing 
him that the negotiating process 
would resume before the end of the 
month, and that both sides would 
continue working towards 
“understanding.** 

He side-stepped a direct question, 


however. as to whether he was 
satisfied with the progress made to 
date. In Egypt 85 well, spokesmen 
refused to comment on the talks and 
evaded reporter's questions. 

Observers in Israel last night sald 
that nothing new had been achieved 
at the Cairo talks this week. Reports 
that Egypt had moved towards 
Israel's position, on the Rafish 
settlements issue were “optimistic,” 
they said. 

“The important thing,” a source 
who δι ded the discussions sald, 
“is that we continued to talk; and

Near-record 
price plunge 
on exchange

TEL AVIV. — The Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange suffered a sharp drop 
yesterday that was close to equalling 
the December δ, 1977, trading ses- 
sion when share prices fell by a 
record amount. Turnover in shares 
was very brisk and exceeded 
1L100m. 

The market in recent sessions had 
been showing signs of nervousness, 
but it was probably Finance Minister 
Simha Ehrlich's statement concer- 
ning ἃ proposed change in the law 
affecting securities gains that 
triggered yesterday's avalanche of 
sel] orders. 

Investors have again ceased to act 
in a rational manner and are not 
reacting to financial news. A case in 
point were the shares of the Union 
Bank, which fell by 10 per cent, im- 
.mediately after the bank announced 
record earnings and more than 
‘doubling of its balance sheet. 

Losses, which ran across the 
board, were on the order of 5 to 10 
per cent. Unlike the December 5 ses- 
sion, when 108 shares were marked 
“sellers only,’ few shares were 
marked this way yesterday. 


Funds withdrawn from the share 
market are not heading in the direc- 
tion of index-linked bonds. Exchange 
officials pointed out that trading 
volumes in index-linked bonds have 
been relatively small. Last week a 
‘number of real estate dealers 
reported landslide business in 
apartments. Unofficial sources in- 
dicate the extent of activity in real 
estate runs into several hundreds of 
million pounds.

for Mideast in 
‘one package’

WASHINGTON. — The ad- 
ministration is expected to come 
to the Congress with its request 
for approval of major fighter- 
bomber sales to Israel, Egypt 
and Saudi Arabia shortly after 
Egyptian President Sadat ends 
his talks here next week with 
President Carter, U.S. sources 


disclosed yesterday. 

The sources said that the alrcraft 
sales proposals — including F’-16 and 
F-15 fighters to Israel, F-15a to Saudi 
Arabia and less sophisticated F-5Es 
for Egypt — are expected to be 
presented as a package before 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
comes to Washington early next 
month, the sources said. 

Following the initia) uproar in the 
Senate that resulted from reports 
that the U.S. was going ahead with 
the proposed F-15 sale to Saud! 
Arabia, administration officials 
went back to the Saudis seeking their 
approval in a temporary delay in the 
sale. But the Saudis are apparently 
still insisting on 60 F-15s. the most 
sophisticated fighter-bomber in the 
U.S. Air Force. 

according to well-placed sources 
here. the Saudia are making this a 
major test of American-Saudi 
relations, The administration was In- 
itially set to make the aircraft re- 
quest for the Saudis or. Wednesday, 
but postponed the letter of offer 
because of the opposition generated 
in the Senate. 

Israel is seeking 150 F-16s and 
another 25 F-15s. Egypt has a long- 
standing request for 120 F-5Es — a 
request that Sadat will push this 


weekend δὲ his Camp David talks 
with Carter. 

Under U.S. law, Congress can 
block any major arms sale by 
resolutions of disapproval in both the 
House and Senate. 

To make the Egyptian and Saudi 
aircraft sales more acceptable to 
pro-Israel congressmen, the ad- 
ministration is linking the F-15 and 
ἘΠῚ sale to Israe] with the other 
transfers. This will make it more dif- 
ficult for the Israeli sales to go 
through without parallel approval 
for the Saud! and Egyptian sales. 

The U.S. has earlier commitments 
to Israel for the sale of F-18s and F- 
15s — commitments which ad- 
ministration officials say will be 
honoured. Israel's long-standing re- 
quest for co-production rights to the 
F-15, however, will be rejected, they 
added. 

Administration officials are anx- 
jous to approve some F-5E sales to 
Egypt, although it is unlikely that 
they will seek approval from 
Congress for the entire lot of 120. 
More likely the administration will 
propose a much smaller number — 
perhaps 50 or less — as a first step 
and as a symbol of support for 
Egypt. ᾿ 

The director of the State 
Department's politico-muitary af- 
fairs department. Leslie Gelb, 
yesterday told reporters that the ad- 
ministration will meet Carter's May 
1977 commitment to include Israe! 85 
4 preferred nation in receiving arms 
supplies. But he did not expiain why 
the administration did not include 
Israel this week with the NATO 
allies, Japan, Australia and New 
Zealand — the other preferred 
nations — in listing 1979 proposed 
Sales. 


No breakthrough due 
in Carter-Sadat talks

WASHINGTON. — Administration 
officials are cautioning newsmen 
against expecting any major 
developments or breakthroughs this 
weekend during talks between Presi- 
dent Carter and Egyptian President 
Sadat. 

The Egyptian leader will be flown 
by presidential! helicopter from near- 
by Andrews Air Force Base to the 
White House this afternoon shortly 
after arriving from Morocco. 

Sadat yesterday arrived in 
Rabat for an overnight stay dur- 
ing which he planned to confer 
with Morocco's King Hassan, a 
staunch aupporter of hia peace 
overtures with Israel. 

On leaving Cairo, Sadat said: 
“T hope this trip will add momen- 
tum to the peace process." He 
declined further comment. ᾿ 

U.S. Assistant Secretary of 
State Alfred Atherton also left 
Cairo for Washington yesterday 
after talks with Sadat and Egyp- 
tian officials. 

Sadat is expected to make a brief 
statement together with Carter at an 
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arrival ceremony on the White 
House lawn today. 

Immediately thereafter, Sadat, 
Carter, their aides and wives will be 
helicoptered to Camp David, 
Maryland, some 100 km. from 
Washington in the Cotactin Moun- 
tains. They will remain at this 
presidential retreat until! Sunday 
evening, when they return to 
Washington. 

Reporters have been told that they 
will be barred from entering Camp 
David for the duration of the talks 
because of Carter's determination 
that ‘quiet diplomacy" should 
replace the public exchanges of re- 
cent weeks. Government spokesmen 
sald that any announcemert on 
Saturday will be posted in the White 
House press room; no formal pregs 
briefings are expected. ny 

The public part of Sadat's visit will 
begin on Monday, when Sadat ad- 
dresses the National Press Club ata 
luncheon. He has also scheduled 
meetings with cangressmer, 
senators, other administration of- 
ficials and Jewish leaders.

Yeshiva gives up Mount Zion rooms

“The Diaspora Yeshiva on Mout Zion 
last night announced thet it was giv- 
ing up all claims to the disputed 
“Rooms οἵ the Holy Spirit," which 
were forcibly broken into two weeks 
aga. The announcement came in the 
course of a Jerusalem Post in- 
vestigation into the incident, which 
has caused a furore among the 
Christian churches occupying adja- 
cent sections of the mount. 

The Christian churches accuse the 
yeshiva of responsibility for the 
break-in. Some yeshiva offtciais 


deny this. but others prefer not to . 


make direct comments. 

The yeshiva's announcement last 
night. made by its director, Rabbi 
Elliot Sherman, said the yeshiva 
would henceforth remove itself 
“physically and legally’ from the 
rooms in question. 

This means, Sherman told The 
Post, that the yeshiva will now want 
the two rooms to be omitted from a 
lease which it is in the process of 
signing with the Israel Lands Ad- 
rainistration: In the lease as present- 
ly drafted, the two rooms come 
withIn the yeshiva's domain — a 
Prospect that has raised bitter objec- 
tions from the major churches. 

The Franciscan custos wrote to the 
minister of religious affairs this 
week asserting that the rooms are 
“an ancient Christian sanctuary."" 
Each year the rooms are used for a 
Christian ecumenical service. 
attended by all the main churches. 

The roams are alongside the 
“Coenaculum” or ‘Chamber of the 
Last Supper,’ which is one of 
Jerusalem's most venerated shrines 
for Christian pilgrims. (The 
Coenaculum Is also holy for 
Moslems. because of its proximity to 
David's Tomb.) 

The rooms themselves contain a 
replica of — and are directly above 
— David's Tomb, and thus heve 
always been holy for Jews too. In the 
years before the Six Day War Dr. 
$2 Kahane. head of an association 
which administers Jewish shrines on 


Mount Zion. used to hold symbolic 
garment-rending services in the 
rooms, since from the roof of tne 
building it was possible to see the 
Western Wail. 

It was Kahane who gave the 
Diaspora Yeshiva premises on the 
mount, in 1967; and he has been their 
main patron and_protector ever 
since, defending them through 
various altercations with Christian 
and Jewish neighbours. 

Kahane. who retired several years 
ago as director-generai of the 
Religious Affairs Ministry, is 
fighting several court cases on 
behalf of his association. against 
various Christian churches and 
against the Lands Administration. 
Some of these cases-concern proper- 

ties which the yeshiva occupies. 

The Franciscan custos, apparently 
referring to one such case, wrote in 
his letter to the minister: ‘'It is clear 
that the yeshiva, by violating the 
rights of others whether at the 
Coenaculum or at other properties 
on Mt. Zion — will not obtain sym- 
pathy and unde: 

Custos Morellio Zaki ‘voiced his 
“apprehension and alarm," too, at 
having read in The Post that the 
yeshiva was about to sign a contract 
with the Lands Administration. ‘‘No 
problem of the holy places should be 
left to the arbitrary decision of a par- 
ticular organization....The only com- 
petent authority is the Ministry for 
Religious Afiairs,"* the custos wrote. 

The ministry plainly shares this 
view. and has been making 
strenuous efforts in recent days to 
foil or at least delay the signing of 
the contract. Ministry director- 
general Yisrael Lippel says he was 
only informed of the contract at the 
very last stages of negotiation. 

Through his efforts. both the 
Foreign Ministry and the Interior 
Ministry have moved into the pic- 
ture. Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan's chief of bureau wrote to 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg, as 
chairman of the Ministerial Com- 
mittee on Jerusalem, urging a full- 
scale discussion in the committee of

The Armenian Patriarch, in 
another letter to the religious affairs 
minister, has complained of the

Armenian Archbishop Adjamian 
told The Post that his church has no 
properties contiguous with the 
yeshiva, and therefore has had no 
direct experiences. But he knows of 
repeated “troubles” which both the 
Greeks and the Catholics have had 
with the yeshiva. His church, he 
said, will “not accept” any contract 
that makes over to the yeshiva the 
rooms adjacent to the Coenaculum.

Mar-Haim, at 39 one of the 
youngest and most colourful of 
Israel's senior civil] servants, was 
elevated on Wednesday from the 
deputy director-generalship to the 
No. 1 job in the ministry. 

For years ἃ key official working 
with export industry, Mar-Haim told 
a luncheon of the Israel-American 
Chamber of Commerce at America 
House here, ‘Someone should 
recognize that we are living in an in- 
fiationary economy.

His most innovative proposal con- 
cerned the formation of a state 
authority to provide credit 
guarantees for exporters at a low 
premium. Some. big commercial 
financing companies have already 
expressed interest in providing rein- 
surance facilities for such a scheme. 
This would rectify the present situa- 
tion in which commercial banks 
refuse to provide such guarantees, 
he said.

with their own problems and be con- 
sidered on their Individua] merits for 
financing by the commercial banks.

WASHINGTON, Defence 

Secretary Harold Brown voiced con- 
‘cern yesterday about the readiness 
of U.S. forces to fight a short intense 
war in Europe, and said the number 
of troops who could be thrown into 
the early days of such fighting will 
be increased by up to fivefold. 

Brown's assessment came in his 
annual report to Congress on the 
U.S. military posture. It wes made 
public ag he and Gen. Brown, 
chairman of the joint chiefs of staff, 
testified In House Armed Services 
Committee hearings on President 
Carter's $126b. defence budget for 
next year (this year’s budget is 
$116.8b.). 

Noting that Carter “‘has laid par- 
ticular stress on strengthening the 
collective defence of Western 
Europe." Brown said forces would 
be ready for intense fighting there 
when they are well trained, have 
good equipment, sufficient reserve 
stockpiles and are able to react 
quickly to crisis, and added: ‘‘Unfor- 
funately, I cannot report that our 
forces by this definition are as ready 
aa I would like them to be." 

Brown cited training cutbacks, 
energy problems and lack of funds 
as reasons for deficiencies. He said 
unless readiness is maintained, 
“collective security and deterrence 
will be seriously undermined.” 

While the U.S. can now send only 
one or two extra divisions and 40 air 
squadrons to Europe in the first 10 
days of a crisis, he said, the ad- 
ministration hopes by 1982 to in- 
crease the number to five divisions 
and 60 squadrons. 

- He said the U.S. might have to 
cope with a flare-up in the Middle 
East that could involve the Soviet 


warheaded inter-continental 
ballistic missiles (ICBMs) could, by 
the early to mid-1980s, reduce the 
number of surviving U.S. 
minuteman to low Ievels."* To 
counteract this, the U.S. must be 
able to inflict unacceptable damage, 
“Including destruction of 8.

There is now ‘'a standoff or 
stalemate" in the strategic nuclear 
weapons balance between the United 
States and Russia, Brown said. 
While preferring that the nuclear 
stalemate be maintained 
“equitable and verifiable'’ arms 

: control agreements, the Pentagon 
chief said, ‘‘We will maintain it by 
whatever means and resources are 
necessary."" (UPI, AP). 


Carter seeks public support 
for Panama canal treaty 


WASHINGTON (AP). — President 
Jimmy Carter, urging the American 
public's support for U.S. Senate 
ratification of the Panama Canal 
treaty, said on Wednesday night that 
“opposition (to the treaty) is based 
on misunderstanding and misinfor- 
mation."’ 

In the second “fireside chat” of his 
year-old presidency, Carter said 
“the only reason" for ratifying the 
accord soon is that it is “in the 
highest national interest-of the U.S. 
and will strengthen our position in 
the world." 

Carter said, “This is not a partisan 
issue.” He argued that ratification 
will strengthen U.S. security) in 
terests, improve trade opportunities, 
honour a commitment to keep the 
canal open to world commerce at a 
ard Cad wei that as 
a large country we are 
able to deal fairly and honourably : 


nation." 

Carter also raised the question ‘of 
whether the U.S. would have the 
right to protect and defend the canal 
against any armed attack or threat 
to its security. ‘The answer is yes," 
he declared.

The majority 
verdict prevails both in court 
Judgements and In the Halacha. The 
importance of the majority gave rise 
to the invariable rule that there 
always must be an odd number of 


There is, however — as far as 1 
know — no evidence of this fun- 
damental principle in conducting af- 
tairs in the Bible. There, monarchy 
and theocracy prevail. The formula- 
tion and institution of democracy in 
Judaism is one of the most important 
contributions by the rabbis to the 
Orai Law and to Jewish thought and 


The change 15 strikingly 1l- 
lustrated by a dramatic incident told 
in the Talmud {Baba Mezia 59 b). An 
individual rabbi whose point of view 
was rejected by the majority called 
on heaven to perform miracles to 
show that he was right and that the 
Halacha was in accordance with his 
views. The miracies took place. But 
the rabbis remained unmoved. 
Finally he asked for a Bat Kol, a 
Heavenly Voice. to declare who was 
right. and lo, there came a voice 
from on high saying. ‘The rule is as 
Yet it was 
almost contemptuously disregarded 
with the statement, “It is not in 
Heaven (Deut. 30:121...We pay no 
attention to a Heavenly Voice 
because Thou hast declared In Thy 
Tora. ‘Incline after the majority" 
con- 
cludes with the statement that the 
Almighty laughed with joy, deciar- 
ing. “My children have overcome 


Yet the application of this verse to 
justify majority rule is arrived at 
oniy through virtual distortion of the 
Plain meaning of the text. The three 
words Arharci Rabbim Le-Hatot are 
taken out of context to serve as 8 
positive injunction that “‘the rule of 
the majority prevalis."* As Rash! un- 
hesitatingly points aut, this inter- 
pretation runs directly counter tothe 
plain meaning of the verse. The 
verse enjoins avainst following the 
majority! It states "Thou shajt not 
follow the majority to do evil, neither 
shalt thou bear witness in a case to 
turn aside after the majority." And 
Rashi, after rejecting the rabbinic 
interpretation, explains its literal 
meaning to refer to the duty of the 
minority to express its view when its

Accor- 
dingly, IRS announced that it is 
Presently completing preparation of 
the forms, for U.S. taxpayers living 
abroad, in accordance with the con- 
troversial rules enacted during 1976. 
These forma will soon be forwarded 
directly to U.S. taxpayers abroad 
and U.S. embassies and consulates. 
Hopefully, they will be available by 
March 1. . 

Internal Revenue has announced 
that it will not accept, for filing, the 
foreign income forms which were 
printed for prior years, or during 
early 1977. It will accept only those 
forms which it is now sending; bear- 
ing a December, 1977 revision date. 

Internal Revenue intends to advise 
U.S. embassies and consulates when 

5 finally decides whether to 
again defer the effect of the 1976 Act. 
If the 1976 Law is deferred, newly 
revised forms, reflecting the pre- 
1976 Law and bearing a 1978 revision 
date, will be made available. 

Pending a final decision by 

Congress, wage earners, 


businessmen and persons having in- 
vestment income who find (using the 
forms which are now being mailed 
by Interna] Revenue) that they have 
a U.S. tax Hability, should consider 
delaying filing their returns. The 
automatically-extended fling date 
tor overseas taxpayers ia June 15, 
However, in this regard, it should be 
noted that interest fs charged from 
April 15 on any balance of tax due 
shown on the return. 

On the other hand, wage earners, 
businessmen and persons having in- 
vestment income (e.g., interest, 
‘dividends, and rent) who have no tax 
ability, using the forms which are 
now being mailed, would generaliy 
not be affected by a further delay in 
the effective date of the 1978 law. 
They should proceed to file their 


returns without waiting for informa- © 


tioh as to fina] enactment of the pen- 
ding legislation. 

Similarly, persons having only in- 
vestment income, who do not pay 
foreign taxes but are able for U.S. 
income tax, would not be affected by 
the pending legislation. 

Finally, in order to avoid 
Penalities, those persons having an- 
nual wage and business income in 
excess of $15,000 (and/or a taxable 
amount of investment income) 
should, by mid-April, determine 
whether they are required to file 
declarations of estimated tax for the 
year 1978. 

Regardless of whether Congress 
decides to delay the effect of the 1976 
Revenue Act, the forms which are 
now being mailed by Internal 
Revenue should be used as guides to 
compute the amount of required es- 
timated tax for the year 1978.

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Son of Kfir 


THE UNITED STATES has re-examined its stake in the security 
of Israel, and it must now view it in the overall context of ‘‘Mid- 
dle East security." That was the message from Washington 
yesterday. 

This does not necessarily mean that the U.S. is about to renege 
on the arms commitments it gave Israel at the time of the 1975 
Sinai accord. It does, however, indicate that Israel for her part 
must give more serious thought than before to the application of . 
domestic resources to the satisfaction of future defence needs. 

Some hard thinking along these lines has already been done in 
a Knesset sub-commitiee on weapons production. Headed by 
Prof. Moshe Arens, the aeronautical engineer who is chairman of 
the parent body, the Foreign Affairs and Security Committee, 
this panel came out just two days ago with a strong recommen- 
dation to start working on a new, third generation fighter air- 
craft for the 1980s to be named Arye. 

The recommendation is not formally binding, of course. It is 
bound to generate controversy and already did in the full com- 
mittee. The division of opinion was not political. Among Latour 
MKs, Yitzhak Rabin, a former Chief-of-Staff, opposed it, while 
Shimon Peres, the ex-Defence Minister, embraced it. 

The arguments for the mooted son-of-Kfir are certainly very 
powerful. The plane, when available, would help immunize 
Israel against outside political pressures. Some of the infra- 
structure for its production already exists, and development 
would greatly benefit the country’s entire technology. Moreover, 
at $450m., the cost of development is not exorbitant: the Arye 
would, in fact, be fully competitive. 

There are, however, some weighty arguments the other way, 
too. Since there is not enough foreign exchange for both, the 
choice is really between the Arye and the F-16, which moreover 
is a known and proven commodity. Without an Israel-made 
engine, which is plainly much too costly to produce, the manufac- 
ture of the local plane would still be dependent on foreign 
sources.

A final decision will not be easy. But the voices from 
Washington suggest that it cannot long be delayed. 


Cracks in the coalition 


IN COMMITTEE, no doubt, the combined forces of the Likud, 
the NRP and the Aguda will still be able to kill the Alignment’s 
bill requiring girls that are exempted from army duty ‘on 
religious grounds to do a stint of non-military national service in- 
stead. 

The approval of the bill — in effect, a private member's 
measure by Chaike Grossman MK — on first reading was only 
made possible by the support of the DMC, which bolted coalition 
ranks for the occasion. In justification of this somewhat unusual 
conduct the Democratic Movement for Change invoked the coali- 
tion agreement which grants them freedom of voting on religious 
matters. 

The agreement is not, as it turns out, entirely innocent of am- 
biguity. The free'vote on matters of religion is conceded to in- 
dividual Knesset Members representing the party. But can it 
also be claimed by the whole faction acting in unison, without 
prior notice to the coalition chiefs, and on a motion submitted by 
the Opposition? 

Perhaps the answer to all these questions — which were im- 
mediately posed by aggrieved coalition partners — is, yes. But 
that is not obvious on the face*of it. Such seemingly technical 
details go to the heart of legislative politics, and they should con- 
ceivably have been clarified at the very outset.. 

Then again, an attempt at greater precision in the drafting of 
the agreement might have produced difficulties powerful enough 
to block the DMC's entry into the Government altogether. 

Ambiguity has its rewards; but also its penalties. If the NRP 
now makes good its threat to withdraw its vital endorsement of 
electoral reform, which is sine qua non for the DMC, that party 
may yet find itself back on the Opposition benches. 

Such speculation aside, the DMC is to be congratulated on hav- 
ing voted as it did. Indeed it is hard tosee how it could have acted 
otherwise. 

Racked as it has heen by an internal leadership crisis, and by 
deep divisions over foreign policy (which led to the defection of 
Meir Zorea MK, an uncharacteristic party hawk), the DMC, ° 
already pretty low in public esteem, would have appeared to jet- 
tison principle for expediency by going along with the official 
coalition line, or even by abstaining. 

For Chaike Grossman's bill, though calculated to embarrass 
the government, was aimed at removing a patent iniquity based 
not on law but on politics. 

The National Service Law, passed in 1953, authorized the 
Minister of Labour to recruit religious girls, excused from the ar- 
my, into civilian national service. Only this was never done — as 
Labour and Social Affairs Minister Katz, himself of the DMC, 
dutifully explained for the Government — because of the 
{misnamed) status quo in religious matters. 

For 25 years such service — helping new immigrants in 
development towns, for example — has only been rendered, very 
fitfully, on a voluntary basis. Thousands of perfectly fit religious 
girls, whose upbringing and environment did not prevent them 
from taking employment outside their homes, were free from the 
elementary obligation borne by their non-religious peers. ᾿ 

With the recent change of guard this evil practice (for which 
Labour bears full responsibility) has been compounded by the 
Government's decision (as a sop to the Aguda) to permit religious 
exemptions almost automatically, upon a mere avowal of 
orthodoxy, without even a check on the veracity of a girl's state- 
ment. - 

‘This has created a situation which, it is safe to say, most of the 
public view as fairly scandalous. That is the reason for the 
Grossman bill. Had freedom of voting been granted to Likud 
representatives, as well as to those of the DMC, the bill would 
surely not have just squeaked through, but would have passed 
with a whopping majority. Coalition leaders should take heed.

Like the students, the settlers (for 
convenience we'll use that term to 
cover the residents of Yamit tao) 
may be dead right. But they are not 
the people one would go to for an ob- 
jeetive analysis. The settlers don't 
like to be told that they are an in- 
terested party, but that is exactly 
what they are. They are lawyers, not 
expert witnesses. 

It ls easy to sympathize with them. 
Overnight, they complain, their im- 
age has been tarnished. Yesterday 
they were pioneers; today they are 
“an obstacle to peace."" Addressing 
the MKs, the wairus-moustached 
secretary of moshav Haruvit 
(southwest of Yamit, towards ἘΠ- 
Arish) asked, almost in pain, “‘Is it 
fair for a mother to point an accusing 
finger at us and ask: ‘Why should my 
son die for your settlement?’”

IT WOULD seem these days that the 
prospect of achieving peace with 
Egypt has overshadowed ali else. 
Other issues, however important, 
are expected to mark time and wait 
their turn. And this is hardly sur- 
prising, for Israel's security and 
future ere hanging in the balance. 
For all that, even if peace does 
come, we will still have to face up to 
many serious issues, concerning our 
economy, our society and our 
culture. Israel's raison d'etre as the 
homeland of the Jewish People, and 
its ultimate goal of ingathering the 
exiles, will not have changed. 


The latter goal has not yet been at- 
tained. The greater part of the 
Jewish People is still living in exile. 
Yes, exile — not the ‘‘diaspora” or. 
merely “abroad,” but exile. We 
should not seek to avoid this harsh 
fact by calling it something else, and 
we must continue to reject exile as a 
way of life for the Jewish People. 


The same goes for the terms 


yerida (literally ‘going down" from . 


Zion) and yordim (those who ‘'go 
down"). We should not try to find a 
euphemism for yerida, which is the 
antithesis of aliya. Just ag aliya 
should be seen as the high-point of 
Zionist endeavour, so should yerida. 
be ‘seen as the.low-point in the 
Tealization of our national-Zionist 
aspirations. 

This is not to say that we should 
sever all ties with the yordim. But 
we should not blur fundamental 
ideological distinctions. It was by 
keeping these in sharp focus that the 
State of Israel was made possible, 


POSTSCRIPTS 


IS THE IDEA of a Middle East 
Charter, on the lines of the 1941 
Churchill-Roosevelt document, a 
far-fetched dream? 

One Israeli who thinks that Presi- 
dent Sadat and Premier Begin’ are 
statesmen of sufficient vision and 
Powers of leadership to formulate 
and implement such a Charter is Mr. 
Yekutiel X. Federmann, head of the 
Dan Hotel chain. He has written to 
the president, through the 
good offices of the American Em- 
bassy in Tel Aviv, to elaborate his 
idea. x 

Egypt and Israel, he says, ‘are go- 
ing into lengthy and difficult 
negotiations... but it is vital to think 
beyond a peace-treaty to the crea- 
tion of-a Middle Bast Charter. Such a 
Charter would help to overcome 
many of the knotty points likely to 
come up during the peace 
negotiating process. It should create 
both an economic and a political un- 
ion like the Parliament. 
Such a Middle East Parliament’ 
(which would include represen- 
tatives of all the nations of the area) 
should have its seat in Jerusalem. It 
could educate all these peoples to 
become one politically oriented enti- 
‘tty and see beyond individual fron- 
tiers and borders, aware that the 
Middle East is today the most impor- 
tant supplier of energy to the whole 
world. It could protect Africa from 
outside political and military in- 
fluences. It could carry through a 
great programme of education for 
the young people of the Middle Hast, 
affording them both academic and 
professional training. 

“We Israelis know that we are a 
small minority in this part of the 
Mr. Federmann goes on, 
“but (together with our neighbours) 
we can develop the Middle East to 
great economic strength to the 
benefit of all its inhabitants.” He 
suggests a military alliance, the. 
Middle East Defence Force, ‘to 
protect our way of life like Nato in 
‘Western Europe." The headquarters 
of this Force should be divided 
between Cairo, Saudi Arabia, Iran 
and Israel. ‘‘No power would dare 
try to infiltrate through us into 
Africa or instigate Egypt's western 
neighbour, or Israel's northern 
neighbour, to threaten the Middle 
East peace — just as Nato is today 
the only deterrent against the Soviet 
Union and the Warsaw Pact coun- 
tries." The only danger to the. oil 
fields of the Persian Gulf and Iran 
would come solely from the direction. 
of the Caucasus, he says. 


“A great society can and must. - 


develop in the Middle East, which 
will revive the civilization and 
culture of our past and become can- 
scious of the great historic role it has 
to play as part of the free world. The 
water-ways between Europe and the 
Persian Gulf and to India and the 
Far East will be protected by people 
who have learned from you, Mr. 
President, the words “ ‘no more 
wars.’ " 


Mr. Federmann's letter to Presi-. 


‘dent Sadat concludes: “If we all, 


want this, it will not remain an idea | 


or a dream. The peace-making 
process will become part of a much 
greater conception and will find its 
solution in the frame of a Middle 
East Charter.*’
